Tfce hair, fur and wool of animals 


alters to suit the climate of their na- 
tive 'lands; it also changes in winter 
to a thicker coat than that worn In 
summer. Creatures living fa cold 
countsies have thick fur jackets, lined 
with soft down next the skin, while 
those dwelling in hot places wear noth- 
ing but a few short, dry hairs. And 
should a race of animals travel from a 
cold climate into a warm one, 
the 


clothing of their descendants will soon 
become lighter and thinner. 
In just 


the opposite way, creatures spreading 
northward into a colder climate! Till 
grow thicker and warmer coverings. 
Thus we find animals wuj the (hickest 
furs in Russia, Siberia, and the most 
northern parts ot America; while in 
India the elephant and others have 
skins nearly bare. 
let the frozen 


body of the Indian elephant's ancestor, 
the mammoth, was found 
in .Siberia 


clad in a thick, shaggy coat of] hair. 


NO DIFFERENCE, j 


There is not any real difference be- 


tween hair, fur and wool, all being 
formed alike from the skin ajd from 
the same stuff, says Edith Can-ington, 
author of "Nature's Wondere.'l When 
the hair is long, fine and twisted in 
every direction, it is called wool; when 
it grows smooth, straight 
of curled, 


and is-fine, soft and bright, It is called 
fur. 
When an animal's hairs are very 


short, pointed and stiff, like tue spines 
on a hedgehog, we call them prickles. 
When the hairs are smaller and less 
stiff, 
like those of a pig, they are 


named bristles. The bristle of a pig 
differs from the hair of a cat, dog or 
horse in being much stouter and more 
difficult to bend. The duills of a por- 
cupine are nothing but hairs on a 
large scale. 
They are of great use to 


their owner; for, though he cannot 
shoot them at his enem es, as people 
used to fancy, he runs backward and 
sticks their sharp point into any dog 
or other animal that attacks him 
Feeding on roots only, and having 
neither teeth now claws fit for .fighting 
he would be wUthout an means of de- 
fence were it hot for his spears. 


There are so|many colors on. animals 


that we can hardly 
count them, yet 


they are almost all some altered form 
of black, brown, reddish brown or yel- 
low. The hair gets its color from a 
kind of oily paint or pigment which, 
when the animal is young and in good 
condition. Is found in certain cells of 
each hair. This pigment can be melted 
in boiling alcohol, 
and if a hair is 


plunged Into this it becomes of a gray- 
ish yellow. The oils or plgmenft 
are 


of a different 
color in different ani- 


mals and people. Hairs generally slant 
more or less stifily from the head to 
the tail. It Is so In the coat of a dog 
cat, rat and fox: but a few creatures 
have fur without any backward slant 
Like the mole's velvet coat, these furs 
can be smoothed either way without 
resisting the hand. 


SERVE AS A DISGUISE. 


The coats of animals have another 


use besides keeping their bodies warm. 
They serve as a disguise as well as a 
covering, and protect the animals from 
foes. Some animals seem so bright that 
they could not escape notice, but when 
In natural surroundings 
their colors 


blend so well with those of the land- 
scape, trees and herbage that the ani- 
mals are with difllculty distinguished. 
Not only are timid creatures, Hke the 
giraffe, hidden by their dappled coats-

gives rise tn some change in the skin, 
which alters the color1 of tho hair in 
Arctic creatures!

Novel Studies of Trun^ Women! t

The demand for news about college 


women has Introduced newspaper work 
into their colleges, and at Mount Hol- 
yoke a journalism class has been 
started and) is designed to train the 
young wompn in this line. The young 
woman who'wishes to correspond ifor 
a newspaper must join this class and 
all her'copy must be submitted to file 
journalism .'Instructor, Miss Stevens, 
before it sees the inside of a news- 
paper office'. The instructor even de- 
cides what I events shall be written) up 
and the student must listen to these 
suggestions or give up corresponding. 
The newspaper which wishes to em- 
ploy a correspondent has no choice In 
the matter, but must accept the re- 
porter picked out by the journalism 
teacher. 
No student is allowed to join the 


journalism class until she is a junior, 
and the course extends through the 
senior year. The first year a news- 
paper is assigned to each girl to study 
in order to get its style and for it she 
writes short paragraphs. 
These news 


stories never see publication, of course, 
and are read only by the instructor 
who handles the story as an editor 
would the copy of a cub reporter. | 


In the beginning the student finds 


great difficulty in "turning the story 
upside down," as one college girl 'ex- 
pressed it, and putting what chrono- 
logically comes last first. The begin- 
ner in the class has to be told con- 
stantly that a beautiful conclusion is 
not needed for a newspaper story, and 
that her individual expression of opin- 
ion is worthless. Miss Stevens fen- 
deavors to make these hard facts un- 
derstood i in the first place, and after 
six weeks the student has learned them 
or voted journalism a bore to bo 
dropped at the first opportunity. 


From writing short paragraphs ,the 


student 
advances 
tflf assignments, 


keeping in view all the time the paper 
for which she is suppose dto be writ- 
ing.. An assignment is a topic such' as 
a musical entertainment or a fire, up- 
on which the student must write a 
story, drawing on her imagination {for 
all the details. As few things of im- 
portance happen at a woman's college 
the Imagination plays a large part in 
the writing of the. journalism class, all 
through the course, but a novel meth- 
)d Is used in teaching musical inter- 
relation. The class go to Mary Lyjons 
lapel just at dusk where Organist 
ammond gives a recital. No lights 
re turned on and thes tudents try to 
it Into the spirit of the music.'} At 
he close they steal silently out and 
rrite down their Impressions. Noj at- 
mpt is made at technical criticism, 
ut the emotions which the music lias 
roused are described. 
By the senior year the class has ad- 
anced to editorials. The student not 
nly expresses her own views, ibut 
ries^o express views in keeping with 


B policy of the paper for which jshe 
supposed to be writing.
